THB MINmO NfiWS. 

The news brought down by the Enter- 
prise ycaterday a'ftBrtioon, and which we pre- 
sent to our readers this morning, is the moat 
gralifjing tliat has arrived from British Co- 
lumbia alRoe Cariboo Urit mada its nitme ii 
world-wide celebrity. The iroportnooe or 
th« diatovery of alluvial diggings between the 
bead waters of Beat' river and tho North Fork 
of Qaesoelle, eg mentioned by our epccial 
correspondent, can scarcely bo overrated, 
From tho first gold mining excitement on tlie 
Upper Frasor till the present time, placer 
diggiogB bare been tbe great want of tbe 
eonntry. Cariboo might enrich its individual 
favorites ; but eo long as the raining opera- 
tioni wcro so expensive, and tho risks so 
great, the country cuuld not bopo to oblaiu any 
very extensive raining populaliou — and with- 
out this desideratum tho progress of both 
eoloniea muat be neceuarily alow. Tbe new 
diggings recently discovered will, however, il 
they turn out anything lil;o what is said of 
thenn, maUe a complote revolution in the 
iDiDiog afTaira of British Columbia. By open- 
ing up an estenaive field of operations for the 
man'of liinited means— by giving to tho in- 
dividual miner aomething more to look to 
than tho cbonoe of getting a day or a week's 
work — an inducement will bo hold out lo the 
miniug popululion along the oonst tliat will, 
ia time, make British Columbia tho great at- 
traotioD of tbe Pacific. Tho thousands who 
bare gone to Boise, and who have been de- 
ceived, will in all likelihood, so soon as the 
sews of these placer diggings reaches them, 
turn their attention to British Columbia, if, 
itijeed, the cheering accounts from Koot- 
aoais have not already induced them to cross 
tits bonndary line. Tho news from Williaini 
Creelc is unusually gratifying. The enor- 
mous yield of the Aurora claim— S24,O0O io 
one week, giving $1,570 per share — shows 
that the days of startling Bods " arc not yet 
over in Cariboo. 

From Kootanais the news is increaaiDg in 
interest. Tbe letter which we publish in 
BDOther oolumn, if liu«, and we have no rea« 
S0> wbaterer to doubt it in the main, as it 
eorroberates what we have already stated 
about tbeae newly-discovered mine.s, gives a 
glowing picture ol aflaira in liiin portion nf 
British Columbia. Frotn SIO to J300 a day 
may be rather startling at tbe oommenca- 
ment, and perhaps it is a« well to lake this 
statement with some degree of allowance. 
That these diggings are, however, crentin-; 
intense excitement on the Annerican side of 
the boundary line, there ia not the slight- 
est doubt, and that they must he 
yielding handsome reiurna to induce 
onr neighbors to go to the expense as 
well as trouble to out trails to tbe mines, 
is equally clear. Already, it would appear, 
a population of Uvo hundred men aro work- 
ing on the mines ; and the fact that from five 
to six hundred pack animals luden with 
provisions, &c., bad arrived cntho creek, and 
Others were still arriving, speaks volumes 
for tbe confidence which is reposed in ilieso 
newly discovered gold fields. Tho Hudflon's 
Bay Company, we believe, have also Inrgo 
supplies on the way to meet the oitpeclod rush 
of population. The gteat necessity on tho 
part of British Colombia, ia tbe improvement 
of tbe communication from Hope vi'n Simil- 
kameeo. Unless sneody cHort." are made to 
take advantage of the slioitncs.i uf tho Brilialj 
Columbian route, tlio trade, i\n tho corres- 
pondent truly intiniaie.i, will bo monopoli/.ed 
by the merchants and packers of Ure:^on ari'l 
Washington Territory. The gold, no f.ir, i.^ 
going lo Portland. It is gratifying to see the 
inhabitants of Lylton and Yalo tako so deep 
an interest in tho Kootanais country, as to fit 
out expeditions lo give tho placi; a trial. The 
importance to tho Colony gcuerally of nlln- 
viol or placer diggings, is sow fully appreeiu- 
ted| and we hope that no exertion on the part 
of tbe British Columbia Government will 
be spared to turn the recent discoveries to 
good account. The dullnGas of llio present 
season in our own Colony, has been relieved 
at an opporlune period. With indications uf 
paying gold Golds almost in Iho vicinity of 
Victoria, and with tbe devolopinL; ol two nuw 
golden regions — that bid lair to employ profit- 
ably thousands of a mining popuUtioti— in tbe 
neighboring colony, wo have every reason to 
be satisfied with the cheering assurances 
whioh have come to us at tbe present season 
of the year.

The prisoner, who appeared perffclly col- 
loo'ed, and displayed no apparent concern on 
entering the dork, when required lo plead lo 
the indictment, replied in a firm voice " uol 
guilty." 

The Attorney fieneral, instructed by Mr. 
(jreen, prosecuted fur tho Crown. iMr. Mo- 
Creighl appeared on behalf of tho complain- 
ants, and Mr. Ring, instructed by Mr. Cop- 
land, conducted Ihe delonce. 

A jury was then empanelled, during which 
a long discussion took place as lo Ihe right of 
challenge in caaes of misdemeanor. His 
ijrioor having nt length set the matter at rest, 
the following jurors were sworn : — Wm.

The Attorney Lierieral (;iivc a briefrullinc 
oftlic case lo the jury, anJ iiiipre.'isuil upon 
their ininda tho impoitanco ol tliu r|ueilion 
involved, as alleclinj; Ihe niercanlilo interebt« 
of the whole comniuniiy. lie inforMieil tliem 
that his case would nol rest only on oral evi- 
dence, but upon written documents of llie 
clearest and most unequivocal kind. Il 
would tost with them, alter hoarini; the evi- 
dence, 10 find — first, whether ccrlain reprc- 
sentationn were false; second, whelhcr Qunrles 
knew them lo be false; third, whether Mr. 
llhudea acted on the faith of such reprcsen- 
latioDS. 

Henry llhodes sworn — E.vamined by Mr. 
Gary — I remember Quarles coming to mo nt 
the latter end of April nnd asking mo lo give 
him credit, which I in the fiial place declined. 
I la proceeded to stato that other iiarties 
trusted him. I said I knew nothing of his 
cirouinsinnces, and did not like tho changes 
I had noticed in his business. Ho yavo ine 
eiplanations, nud said whan ho had lelt .Mr. 
Pitts owed him a large sum of money, about 
S9,0U0, and although he (I'lUf) thooL'ht 
himself very smnri, he (Quarles) found ui 
his return that Fitts had been dabbling m 
niiuing stock, aod he' had lo take the basincs 
from bim. He stated that he siill held one 
half interest in the Billiard tables and fix 
tures in the St. Nicholas Salono, clear ul all 
encuinlirance,'". 'I'nat Mr. Thomas was paying | 
him $200 a-mo'nth for them, with a right to 
purchasd at some tf 7,000 or $8,000. He said 
lie alia owned all itio brick buildings on 
Vereyden's lot on Douglas St., and had recoiv 
ed no advancs on them, they wore liin own. 
He said he had been sending goods to Cariboo, 
and that lie had an order for Ihcjo i:oods 
from that quarter. We were talking l .r full 
half an hour, and I told hiin I would con- 
sider ; he was In call ne.-ctday. On his comin;; 
next day, I told him ho might buy gooiU lo 
the amount of five or fii\ hunilred dollar.s, 
and Mr. Blair was told to sell iliein lo him. 
He bought more than thai amount, and f:;ave 
his nolo f.ir 8900. Had 1 known lliat there 
was a ninrlgnge on the hriok biiililojg«, sod 
that the contractor had not been paid, he 
should no', have had one dollnr'.s worth of 
goods Irorn ine. I aliould have lefuspil him 
credit if I had known that any of hii in- 
terests ware niortgaeed or that ihe goods ivero 
go'ng 10 Han Fraiicisoo.

1 sawliuailes 
after this, he wanted to buy some Old Tom 
on credit. I refused to sell. 

Cross-examined by .Mr. liing — I may have 
said that I should have refused craJit if I hud 
known the goods were going to San Fr.m- 
cifco. 1 remarked at the time that the g'..o '« |

The goods may have been pursoeil in Ainori- |
